88. Articled cifiks not to engage in any other occupa-

39. Cam illation of articles — In the event of any com- 
p'ainf of misconduct ot breach of Regulation 38 or a breach 
of any of the covenants contained in (lie articles executed 
id Form L or Foim M roferied to in Regulation 06 being 
madd against any aiticled clerk, the Council may, if if is 
satisfied after proper investigation that the complaint is 
proved, direct the cancellation of, or extend the period of 
the articles, or that any period already served under such 
artie’es shall not he reckoned as such service for the pur- 
pose of regulation 31 A person whose articles have been 
cance led under this regulation shall not, except with the 
permission of the Counoil, be retained or taken ns an 
articled olerk by a Member of the Tnstituti 


If an artic ed clerk makes a complaint against his 
employer to the Council, the Council shall cause the 
ne< esxary euquiiy to be made in the mutter and take 
smtnb c action against the employer. 

40. Tntnsfu of art cits — (a) in the event of the rnimi 
of employer of un artie.cd clerk bci.ig removed from the 
nst of Membeis of the Institute, or it he ceases to jjraofcise, 
the articles may be tiansierred to another Fellow in 
piaotioe and the transfer shall be reported to the Council. 
In the like events or in the event of the death of the 
emp oyer the artic ed c eik may enter into fresh articles 
foi the lemamder of his term of service. Such fresh 
articles shall be sent for registration as provided m regula- 
tion 36 but shall not require the payment oi any fee. 

(b) In the event of ft salaried employee of a Chartered 
Accountant ot ot u firm oi Chartered Accountants setting 
up practice independently of "the former the artioled 
clerk or clerks who may have been employed on the 
emp oyee's account shall ordinarily bo attached to the 
employee from the date of his setting up pruot ce indepen- 
dently.

Elections

45. Qualification ol members to stand for election .— 
Onlv Felons shah be el'gible to stand for e'eetion to the 
Council. 

46 The number ot persons to be elected from each 
( oust tueiicy shall be determined on the basis of one 
petson for every hundred members of tho Institute in a 
constituency, fractions exceeding half being counted as 
one and tractions cqu valent to or less than half being 
omit l e I 

1’rov ded that each constituencv shall have at least one 
person e’ected therefrom to the Conn oil. 

47. List of Voters. — (lj At least three months before 
the date of an election, the Council sha’l publish in the 
Gazette of India- 

( a) a list of members ot the Institute belonging to 
each Constituency showing disfnotly whether any 
particular member is an Associate or Fellow, and 

(b) a notice mentioning thp number of members to 
be elected anil calling for nominat'ons o f candi- 
dates ( or election by a speo’fied date which shall 
not he less than 14 davs horn the date o / pnbli 
cation of notice 
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(2) Every nommntion of a candidate shall be in Form 
0 duly signed by the candidate and by the proposer and 
seconder both oi whom shall be persons entitled to vote 
in the election and shall bo forwarded by registered post 
to the Secretary to the Councl by name so as to reach 
him on or before the due date. 

(3) Every candidate for election shall pay a fee of. 

Rs. 200. 

(4) Any candidate may withdraw his candidature by 
uotice in writing subscribed by him and deliveied to the 
Secretary to the C'oiinc'l he "ore 3 o’ clock on llie seventh 
dav succeeding the date fixed for the receipt of nomina- 
tion papers. No person who has thus withdrawn his 
candidature shall be allowed to cancel his with- 
drawal. The withdrawal of candidature shall be 
intimated by the Secretary, to the other candidates stand- 
ing for election in the constituency Any candidate who 
withdraws his candidature in accordance with this sub- 
regulation will be ent'tlod, on an application made by him 
in this behalf, to the rebind of half the amount of fee 
deposited bv him under sub-regulation (3) 

48. Procedure for e 7 er1ione. — (1) At least 21 days befoie 
the date of elections the Council shall send bv registered 
post to the address of every vote! in the constituency a 
voting: paper together w’th a letter explaining the manner 
in which it shal" be filled up and specifying the date and 
hour by which it shall reach the Secretary to the Council. 

(2) The voting paper shall confain a list of the can- 
didates standing for olecFon and hear the sc d of tin- 
Council. 

(3) Each voter shall have one vote only \ voter in 
giving his vote — 

(a) must place on his noting paper the figui e 1 in the 

square opposite the name of the candidate for 
whom he votes, 

(b) may in addition, place on his vot ng paper the 

figuie 2 or the figure 2 and 3, or 2, 3 and 4, ana 
so on, in the squares opposite the names of other 
candidates hi the order of his preference. 

49. A voting paper shall be invalid, — (a) upon which a 
voter signs h s name or writes any r word, or makes any 
mark by which it becomes recognizable, oi 

(b) which does not bear the Council’s seal, or 

(c) on which the figure 1 is not mntked, or 

(d) on which the fimim 1 is sot opposite the name of 
more than one candidate or 

(e) on wh'eh the hguie 1 and some other figure is set 
opposite the name of the same cand date, or 

(f) which is unmarked or void for uncertainty. 

51 Counting of rutee. — (1) The voting papers shall he 
examined and the Secrotary. after rejecting any invalid 
vot'ng papers, shall divide the remaining papeis into 
parcels according to the first preference recorded tor each 
candidate. Tic shall then count the nnmbei of napei's m 
each puree 1 . 

(2) In carrying out the regulations heieinafter contained, 
the Secretary shall,— 

(a) disregard all fractions, 

(b) ignoro all prefeiences recorded for candidal es 
a" ready elected nr excluded from the poll 

(3) Eor the purpose of iuoihtat’ng the processes 
prescribed by the regulations heieinafter e.jntninod, each 
valid paper shall be deemed to bo off the value of one 
hundred, 

(4) The Secretary sha’l add together ihe mines of the 
papers in all the parcels and divide the total by n numbei 
exceeding by ono the number of vacancies to bo filled and 
ihe result increased b\ one shall be the numboi sufficient 
to "secure the return ot a candidate (hereinafter called tin- 
quota). 

(5) If at any time a number ot candidates equal to the 
number of persons to be elected has obtained the quota, 
such candidates shall be treated as elected, and no further 
steps Shall be taken. 

(6) (i) Any candidate the va'ue of whose parcel, on the 
first pro’ercnces being counted, is equal to nr greater than 
the quota shall bo declared elected 


(ii) If the mine of the papers in any such parcel Is 
equal to the quota the papers shall be get aside as finally 
dealt with 

( ii) Ii the value of the papers in any such parcel is 
greater than the quota, the surplus shnll be transferred to 
the continuing candidates indicated on the voting papers 
as next m the order of the voters preference, in the 
manner piescnbed in tbe following parus 

(7) (i) If and whenevei as the result of any operation 
prescribed by these rules u candidate has a surplus, that 
surplus shall be transferred in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this regulation. 

(ii) If more than one candidate has a surplus, the largest 
surplus shall be dealt with first and the others in order 
of magnitude: provided that every surplus ar'sing on the 
first counting of votes shall be dealt with before those 
arising on the =ocoud count, and so on. 

(iii) Where two or more surpluses are equal, the 
Secretary shall decide, as hereinafter provided, which 
shall first be dealt with. 

(iv) (a) Jf the surplus of any candidate to be trans- 
fcired arises from original vote a only, the Secretarv shall 
examine all the papers in the parcel belonging to the 
c-iuidilatc whose surplus is to be transferred, and divide 
the unexhausted papers into sub-parcels according to the 
next preferences recorded thereon. .He shall also make 
a separate sub- pin cel oi the exhausted papers. 

(b) He shall asceiluiu the value ol the papeis imnch 
sub-parcel and of all tbe unexlmusCed papers, 

(c) If the value of the unexhausted papers is equal to 
or less than the surplus, he shall transfer all the un- 
exhausted papers at the value at which they were received 
by the candidate whose surpluy is being transferred. 

(d) It iho value ot the unexhausted papers is greater 
than the surp’us, In- shall trnnsier the sub-parcel of un- 
exhausted papers, and tho value at which each paper shall 
be transferred shall be ascertained by dividing the surplus 
bv the total number of unexhausted papers 

(v) Tf the sui plus of any candidate to be transferred 
arises from transferred as well as original votes, the 
Rcerelary snail re-examine all tno papers in the sub-parcel 
last transferred to the candidate, and divide the un- 
exhausted papers into sub-parcels according to the next 
piefei ences lecordcd thereon. He shall thereupon deal 
with tbe sub-parcels in the same manner as is provided in 
the ease of the sub-parcc’s refer! od to m clause (iv). 

(vi) Tho papers transferred to each candidate shall be 
added in tbe form of a. sub-parrel to tho papers already' 
belonging to such candidate 

(v i) All papers m the pnicel or sub-parcel of an elected 
candidate not time 'erred under this regulation shall be 
set aside ns finally deal with. 

(8) (i) If after all siirp uses have been transferred, as 
hereinbefore directed, less tliun tho number of candidates 
ltquired has been elected, the Secretory shall exolude ,frr"i 
the poll the candid ifce Invest on tho poll and shall 
tubuto h‘s m, exhausted pipers among the continuing 
candidates according to the next preferences recordod 
tliemou. Any exhausted papeis shall bo act aside as 
finally doa't with. 

(ii) The papeis containing original votes oi an excluded 
candidate shall first be traus ’erred, the transfer value of 
each paper being one bundled 

(iii) Tho papem containing transferred votes of an 
excluded candidate shall then be tinnsfened in the order 
of the tianstcis m which and at the value of which he 
obtained them 

(iv) Each ot nidi traus'eiv shall be d'-cmed to be a 
sepnjato transit 

(v ) Ihe proi ess directed, by this regulation shall be 
lvpeated on the successive exc’usions one after another ot 
tbe candidates lowest on the po’l until the last vacancy is 
filled either by the olectioij of a candidate with the quota 
or as hereinafter provided. 

(0) If as the result of a transfer under these regulations 
l hi van. of the vole obtained hi' ,i emdidnte 1, equal to 
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oi greater than the quota, the transfer then proceeding 
shftU be completed, but no further papers shall be trans- 
ferred to him. 

(ip) (i) If after the completion of any transfer under 
these regulations th e value of tho votes of any candidate 
Hhfl.ll be equal to or greater than the quota, he bhall bo 
declared elected. 

(ii) If tho value ot the vo(es of any such candidate 
shall be equal to the quota, the value of the papers on 
which such votes are recorded shall be set aside as finally 
dealt with. 

(hi) If the value of the votes ot am such candidate 
shall be greater than the quota, his surplus shah there- 
upon be distributed in tho manner hereinbefore provided, 
before the exclusion of any other candidate. 

(11) (i) W hen the number of continuing caudidates 
is reduced to tho number of vacancies rema.ning unfilled, 
the continuing candidates shall be declared elected. 

(11) When only one vacancy remains unfilled end the 
value oi the voteb of some one continuing candidate 
excoeds the total value of all the votes ot the other 
continuing candidates, together with any surplus not 
transferred, that candidate shgl.1 be declared erected. 

(Hi) When only one vacancy remains unfilled and 
there are only two continuing candidates, and thobo two 
candidates have each the same value of votes and no 
sur remains capable of transfer, one candidate shall 
be lared excluded under the next succeeding regu- 
lation, and the other declared elected 

(12) If, when there is more than one surplus to 
distribute two or more surpluses are equal, or if at any 
time it becomes necessary to exclude a candidate and 
two or more candidates have the same values of 
votes and are lowest on the poll, regard shall be had to 
the original votes of each candidate, and tho oandidato 
for whom fewest original votes are recorded shall have 
his surplus first distributed, or shall be first excluded as 
the case may be. If tho valqes of their original votes 
arc oqual, the Secretary shad decide by lot which candi- 
date shah have his surplus distributed or be excluded. 

51. The Council shall appoint two persons who are 
neither members of the Councd nor candidates for elec- 
tion to aot as scrutinisers of the voting papers and to 
assist the Secretary generally in counting the votes. 

52. Any candidate for election shall be entitled to be 
present in person or to appoint a member of the Institute 
as a representative to bc present on his behalf at the time 
of the counting of votes, 

58. The names ot all candidates declared elected shall 
be notified by tho Council in the Gazette of India. 

54. No election shall be deemed to he invalid merely 
because of the accidental omission to send or delay in 
sending, a voting paper fo a voter, or iho accidental 
non-receipt, of, or glolay in receiving, a voting paper by 
i oter, or any other accidental irregularity or infor- 
mality in the conduct of tho election. 

CHAPTER VI 

Meetings and r no ceedin g s of the Council. 

55. fileetings of Council . — Tho Council shall meet 
at least once in every six months at such timo and place 
as the President may determine. 

50. Notice of Council meeting . — Notice ol the timo 
and place of an intended meeting shall be sent to the 
registered address of every member of the Council not 
less than twenty oue days before such meeting and such 
notice shall so far as practicable, contain a statement of 
the business to be transacted at such meetings, provided 
that in tho case of a special meeting the President may 
inform the members of the subject matter for discussion 
at the meeting. 

57. Special meetings of Council . — A special meeting 
of the Council may at any time be called by the President 
or in his absence by the Vice-President or at the request 
in writing addressed to the Secretary, by at least 
25 per cent, of the members of the Council for the 
time being. 


58. Chairman of Counoil.— At all meetings of the 
Council the President, or in his absence the Vice-Presi- 
dent, shall be the Chairman, or, in the absence of both, 
the Chairman sha'l be elected from among those present. 

59. Quorum al meetings. — No business shall, be tran- 
sacted at a meeting unless there are present at least one- 
third oi the total number of tho members. 

60 Cussing of lesoluhan at meeting. — At all meetings 
i,l the Council, in the event of difference of opinion, the 
vote of tuo majority shall prevail unless otherwise 
requited by the Act or the regulation and in case of 
equality of votes, the Chuinnan shall have a casting vote 
in addition to his original. 

61. Adjournment of mooting of Council- — Subject ’to the 
provisions of thebe Regulations, the Chairman of any 
meeting of I lie Council may, with the consent of the 
meeting, adjourn the meeting from time to time and from 
place to place, but no business shall be transacted at any 
adjourned meeting other than the business left unfinished 
at, the meeting from which the adjournment took place. 
No notice need be given of an adjourned meeting unlesB 
it bo so directed in the resolution for adjournment, 

62. Ilecord of minutes. — M.nutcs shall be kept of all 
resolutions and proceedings of meetings oi the Council, 
the minutes utter having been approved by tho members 
and signed by the Chairman of the meeting shall be suffi- 
cient evidence of the facts there in staled. 

CHAPTER VII 
MISCELLANEOUS 

08 Method of payment of fees . — All fees prescribed 
under these regulations shall be made payable to the 
Secretary to tho Council in such manner as the Council 
may direct. 

Provided, that until other direction is given by the 
Council, payments made to tho Central Government 
according to their diiections, for any of tho purposes of 
these Regulations, shall be deemed to bo payment made 
to the Council. 

64. In publishing the list of members under sub-section 
(3) of section I'd, the Council muy, m any muaner it thinks 
fit, distinguish between the Associates and Eehows in 
practice uud between the Associates and Eedows not in 
practice. 

05. Members to supply information.— For the purpose 
of publication of the list referred to in regulat.on 04, the 
Council may require the Members to supp y any informa- 
tion regarding their present address, piuoe of business, 
partners, whether piactising or not, etc. If the members 
fail to supply the iniormat.on m tune, the list may be 
drawn up on suc-h information aB the Council may possess. 

06. Proof of servioe of notice. — All notices required by 
the Act or tlio regulation to be given to Members shall be 
forwarded by post to such address as muy last have been 
registered with the Institute. And in proving that such 
notice has been given, it bhall be sufficient to prove that 
such notice was properly addressed and put in the post. 

67. Custody of Common Seal.— Tho Common Seal shall 
be kept in the Custody of the Secretary to the Council. 

08. Affixing Common Seal.— All instruments on which 
Common Seal is required to be offixed by or under any law 
shall be so affix* d and countersigned by the Secretary to 
tho Council. 

69. Maintenance of Accounts.— It shall be the duty of 
tho Secretary to maintain or to cause to maintain proper 
accounts of the receipts and expenditure of the Institute. 

70. Auditors. The Council shall determine the 
remuneration, it any, to be paid to the auditors elected 
at the annual meeting. In the event of any vacanoy 
occurring iu the office of Auditor between two annual 
meetings or in ilit event of a vacancy not being filled up 
at any annual meeting the said vacancy may be filled up 
by the Executive Committee, and a person so becoming 
an Auditor shall hold office until the next annual meeting, 
but shall be eligible for election. Provided that during 
such vacancy the continuing Auditor may act alone. 

Provided further that for tho year 1949-50 the Council 
may appoint the auditors and fix their remuneration. 
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71. Retirement af Auditors .— Tho 
at tho next annua, meeting oi the 
eieotion, but shall be ehgmie tor re-election. 

72. biominauon oj auditois. — The auditors shall be 
nominated bv two .vieinbeib ot the Council and such nomi- 
nation snail be s.gned by the members nominating and 
by the eandidaue. and shall be deposited at the office of 
tho Council at least three days before the meeting. The 
Auditors who are in office shall be deemed to be nominated 
at each annual meeting unless they have intimated to the 
Secretary to the Council their desire not to be re-elected. 

78. Audit of accounts . — The Counci , not less than two 
months before the date of each Annual Meeting, shad 
deliver to the Auditors the accounts ot the last year and 
the auditors shall examine such accounts and report there- 
on, not less than one month before the date of the Meeting. 
The Auditors shall be entitled to ask for any information 
or explanation regarding the accounts from the Secretary 
and such information or explanat.on shall be supplied 
to them in so far as may be available at the time. 

74. Indemnity from lotfaea and expenses.— The Mem- 
bers of the Council, Auditors, Secretary and other Officers, 
shall be indemnified by the Instituto from all losses and 
expenses incurred by them in or about the discharge of 
their respective duties, excopt such as happen from their 
own respective wilful default. 

75. Council and Officers not to be liable for losses.— 
No member of th 0 Council, Auditor, Secretary, or other 
Officer, shall be liab’e for any other Member of the Council, 
Auditor, Secretary or other officer, or for joining in any 
receipt or document, or for any net or conformity, or for 
any loss or expense happening to the Institute unless the 
same happen from his own wilful default. 


7rt. Branch. Office — Every Chartered Accountant or u 
ITrai of Chartered Accountants maintaining more than 
one office at the commencement ot the Act shau send 
widen tnree months thereat ter to the Council a ist of 
offices and the persons m charge thereof. Any change in 
regard to the Branch offioe or offices as aforesaid must 
be intimated to the Conned iorthwith. 

77. Offices not in charge of members . — Where a Charter- 
ed Accountant or a lirm of Chartered Accountants has any 
office in India at the commencement of the Act which is 
not m the separate charge of a member of the Institute, the 
position should be leguiarisod within six months thereafter 
either by obtaining exemption from the Council or other- 
wise. 

78. Other function of Chartered A coount ants . —Without 
prejudice to the discretion vested in the Council in this 
behalf, a Chartered Accountant may act as liquidator, 
trustee, executor, arbitrator, receiver, adviser or as repre- 
sontatn o for costing financial and taxation matter. 

79. Chartered Accountants not to engage in any other 

business or occupation —A Chartered Accountant who is 
engaged in any business or occupation other than the 
profession of Chartered Accountants at the commencement 
of the Act shall report the matter to the Council in writing 
within three months thereafter and disengage h rnselt 
from such business or occupation within six months of 
tho commencement of the Act unless otherwise per ted 
by the Council 1 

80. Location of ihe office of the Council . — The head- 
quiuteis oi the Council shall be located at such a place 
as may bo notified by the Central Government in this 
behalf.

Noth. --Empty dissolved Acetylene Cylinders normally 
contain a small amount of Acetylene dissolved in acetone 
and absorbed in parous mass.

Vessels having on board cylinders containing gases 
oi liquids under pressure shall not enter the Port, except in

Bill ol Lading 
oi Uelneiy Older, duty paid Bill of Entry, detuned invoice 
Import Application duly eutloised by the Chief Account- 
ant, arc m the hands oi tho Wharf Superintendent, 

(b) tire necessary toad and rad vehicles aie in position 
to receive the consignment. 

(v) tiiut when discharge has been peinntted the con- 
signment ib inspected on boaid the vessel by the Truffie 
Mauugei or au officer authorised by bun m this behalf 
along with tho bteamer Agent or his representative and the 
Consign! es.

(x) (Lint, no Ethyi "blind drum is m any circumstances

(xi) that measures lor dealing with leakages set cut 
below T are strictly observed: — 

(a) If Ethyl Fluid comes into contact with the E.kiD, the 
part or parts effected should be washed clean ut once with 
a solvent such as kerosene or petrol, lolfowed by soap and 
water; 

(b) Clothing that becomes contaminated by Ethyl 
Fluid should be removed immediately and cleaned by re- 
peated rinsing m petrol, or a non-mfiammable dry cieun- 
mg fluid; 

(c) Shoes and leather covered articles that become con- 
taminated by Ethyl Fluid should be discarded and destroy- 
ed; 

(d) If Ethyl Fluid can be smelled it is being breathed. 
VIon should be directed away from any place where it can 
hi smei.ed; 

(e) Men assigned to deal with a leakago of Ethyl Fluid 
should wear tho protective equipment, as prescribed in 
sub-clause (iii) above. 

(f) Tho area in which a leakage of Ethyl Fluid has oc- 
curred (including the outside of a drum) should be treat- 
ed as follows: — 

(i) Flush with kerosene or some other light oil solvent 
followed by water If the surface permits wash through- 
ly with soap working up as much lather as possible, and 
again flush with water. 

Note:- — If it. is possible to obtain quickly a supply of 
common bleaching lime (Cao C12) the area should first bo 
treated as generously with a mixture of bleaching lime and 
water in the form of a thin slurry (Never use the dry 
powder), alternatively a 5 per cent, solution of Sulphuryl 
Chloride (S02 C12) in kerosene may be used. 

(ii) If contamination of an absorbent material has taken 
place, such as wooden flooring, dunnage, or other packing 
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material, then tmoh material must utter treatment as 
above be removed ot burned. 

Note : — Ethyl Fluid is highly coloured by means oi a dyt 
(usually yellow, red or blue) so that leakage is immediate- 
ly discernible, Furthermore, Ethyl Fluid has distinctive 
and rather sweet smell,

1. These Rules may be called the “Central Electrical 
Engineering Service, Class II, Recruitment Rules’’.

Draft Amendments 

In said Rules— 

1. In Rule 8, after sub-rule (d), tho following sub-rule 
hall be added, namely: — . 

"(e) On the production of a certificate from the Chief 
Inspector of Mines that the productive capacity 
of a mine will be exhausted within the next three 
years, the competent authority may, in respect 
of the said mine, grant exemption from the 
construction of a creche In accordance with these 
rules, subject to the provision of erection of a 


temporary structure to serve the purpose of a 
creohe and such other conditions, if any, as may 
be imposed by the said authority.” 

2. To sub-rule (1) of Ride 4, the following proviso shall 
be added, namely: — 

‘‘Provided that with the prior permission of the 
competent authority, it may be built of any other 
material which the said authority may approve." 

8. For Rule 7 the following rule shall be substituted,; 
namely : — 

‘‘7. Provision of staff. 

At every Creche, the owner of the mine shall appoint 
a creche-in-charge who Bhall be a woman possessing such 
qualifications and training as may be approved of by the 
competent authority and inferior staff on a scale approved 
by the Baid authority.”
